June Global Temperatures: 

• 1 .1 5°F above the 20 th century average 

• Ties 2006 as 5 th warmest June on record 

• Land: 3 rd warmest (+1 .89 °F) 

• Ocean: 10 th warmest (+0.86 °F) 

National June Information: 

• Spain has coolest June since 1997 

• UK temperatures slightly below average, but 
warmest June since 201 

• Japan temperatures 0.5 °F to 2.5 °F above 
average 

January-June Global Temperatures: 

• 1 .06 °F above the 20 th century average 

• Ties 2003 as 7 th warmest year to date period 

• Land: 6 th warmest (+1 .80 °F) 

• Ocean: 7 th warmest (+0.79 °F)

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National June Precipitation Information: 

• Regions of New Zealand were record wet, with 
two to four times the average rainfall in some 
locations 

• Marshall Islands drier than average, continuing 
the pattern for most of 2013. Significant drought 
and water resource issues impacting the 
islands 

• Northern Austria wet, many places, including 
Vienna were record wet 

• Norway has 4 th wettest June on record 

• Heavy monsoon rains in northwestern India 
cause significant damage and loss of life. 
Nearly twice the average monthly precipitation 
was observed in this region, with locally heavier 
amounts 
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U.S. Climate Highlights - June 



Warmer and wetter than average nationally 
Drought continues for 46.1% of contiguous United States 



Temperature: 2.0 °F above average - 15 th warmest 

•Warm: Northeast and Mid-Atlantic. West- AZ, CA, 
CO, NM, NV, UT top ten warm. 

• Near-Average: Northern Plains, Midwest, Southeast. 



Precipitation: 0.54" above average - 13 th wettest 

•Wet: East Coast and Midwest. DE, NJ record wet 
and 1 6 additional states top ten wet. 

• Dry: West. UT record dry, AZ, CO, WY top ten dry.

Year-to-Date Precipitation: 0.87" above average 

•Wet: East Coast, Midwest, N. Plains - IA, IL, Ml, Wl record wet. 

•Dry: CA record dry, only 31% of average precipitation.

Delineates dominant impacts 

S = Short-Term, typically <6 months 
(e.g. agriculture, grasslands) 

L = Long-Term, typically >6 months 
(e.g. hydrology, ecology)

Depicts large-scale trends based on subjectively derived probabilities guided by short- and 
long-range statistical and dynamical forecasts. Short-term events - such as individual storms - 
cannot be accurately forecast more than a few days in advance. Use caution for applications 
- such as crops - that can be affected by such events. "Ongoing" drought areas are 
approximated from the Drought Monitor (D1 to D4 intensity). For weekly drought updates, 
see the latest U.S. Drought Monitor. 

NOTE: The Green and Brown hatched areas imply at least a 1 -category improvement in the 
Drought Monitor intensity levels by the end of the period although drought will remain. 
The Green areas imply drought removal by the end of the period (DO or none)
